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Madison Bridge Lease May Solve Maintenance Cost Dilemma

19-Year Pact Provides for 


Local Mulching Business; 
Industrial Park Is Likely

A remunerative plan under 
which the city of Madison will 
lease its city-owned Chain of 
Rocks Bridge and 154 acres of 
land for a new-type landfill 
operation has been negotiated 
and will be submitted to the city 
council for approval tomorrow 
night, it was learned by the 
Press-Record today. 

A lease agreement giving the 
city a 15% share of gross re- 
ceipts on the landfill operation, 
plus a $25,000 escrow fund ad- 
vanced by the developer to re-» 
pair and maintain the Chain of 
Rocks bridge was announced by 
Madison Mayor Mike Sasyk -fol- 
lowing a series of meetings 
with city aldermen, attorneys 
and other principals represent- 
ing both sides of the agreement. 

The mayor said the agree- 
ment and the subsequent land- 


that will require the use of ex- 
pensive equipment that will 
“mulch” all solid waste mate- 
rial into. a finely-ground prod- 
uct that will settle rapidly and 
permit quick reclamation of the 
land on which the operation is 
conducted. 

Mayor Sasyk said the agree- 
ment provides that no garbage 
will be accepted in the waste 
disposal project, except that 
collected within the city of 
Madison, which will be a minor 
part of the waste and disposal 
involved. 

Free Service to City 

“This represents another ad- 
vantage to the ‘city, in that all 
Madison garbage and trash will 
be disposed of at this landfill 
without cost to the city,” Sasyk 
said. 

Under the contract, the city of 
Madison will maintain the Chain 
of Rocks bridge and keep it in 
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fill operation should lift from g00d condition for use by trucks | 
patronizing the landfill opera- 


the city a mounting financial 
burden of maintaining the Chain 
of Rocks bridge on which Mad- 
ison has collected no toll fees— 
but has been responsible for up- 
keep—for the past two years. 
The bridge now is used only by 
trucks hauling garbage and 
trash from St, Louis to MAL 
landfill, an operation also con- 
ducted under a lease with the 
city of Madison, 

The contract has been nego- 
tiated, Sasyk said, with Glennon 
R, Vatterott, St. Ann, Mo., who 
has wide investment interests in 
Holiday Inn, construction devel- 
opments and other projects. 
While the lease agreement has 
been negotiated directly with 
Vatterott, terms of the contract 
point out that a corporation for 
operation of the landfill project 
is to be organized and that the 
lease agreement will be trans- 
ferrable to that corporation. 

Sustantial Return 

“While we cannot quote fig- 
ures at this time, projections in- 
dicate that the city of Madison 
will receive a substantial re- 
turn from the project and guar- 
antee funds for maintenance of 
the city's bridge, a problem 
that has been worrying us quite 
a bit,” Sasyk said.

3 Youths Burned as Gasoline Ignites

An act of heroism may have 
been responsible for saving the 
life of an Arlington Heights boy 
who was one of three youths 
burned at the Arlington Heights 
swimming pool at 3 p.m. Fri- 
day when’ a can of gasoline 
spilled and burst into flames. 

Frank Mehelic Jr., 18, of Ru- 
ral Route One, Box 495, Gran- 
ite City, a supervisor at the 
pool, was cleaning paint 
brushes and his hands in gas- 
oline after painting picnic 
tables and chairs and stopped 
to talk to Jamie Verdu, 8, and 
Tommy Verdu, 10, sons of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Verdu, 27 Ar- 
lington Drive. 

Mehelic accidentally kicked 


over the can of gasoline, wit- 
nesses said, and the flammable 
liquid ran into the pumping 
house where it apparently 
dripped onto a hot pipe and ig- 
nited. 

Clothing Caught Fire 

The three youths were set 
ablaze. Tommy Verdu said he 
jumped into the swimming pool 
immediately, but his brother 
just stood in the burning gas- 
oline screaming. 

Mehelic, who also was cov- 
ered with burning gasoline, 
grabbed Jamie, threw him into 
the pool and jumped in himself. 

Mehelic. then got out of the 
pool and extinguished the fire 
in the pumping house with a 
bucket of water. 

The Verdu boys climbed out

Quad-City area voters will go 
to the polls again tomorrow to 
elect two members of the East 
Side Levee and Sanitary Dis- 
trict board of trustees. 

The two members will be 
chosen in a special bipartisan 
election, the validity of which 
has been challenged by the four 
present members of the levee 
board now holding office under 
rulings by the Appellate and 
Illinois Supreme Courts. 

Polling places will open at 
6 a.m. in a total of 56 precinct 
polling places — 32 in Granite 
City township, 11 in Nameoki 
township, 11 in Venice township 
and two precincts (Nos. one 
and four) of Chouteau township. 
This area comprises the Madi- 
son county portion of the levee 
district. 

In St. Clair county, voters 
will elect three board members, 
also in a bipartisan election in 
which there is a field of three 
Democratic and three Republi- 
can nominees. The selection of 
two board members from Madi- 


son county and three from St. 
Clair county is based upon the 
total assessed valuations of the 
respective sections. 

Election of a new five-man 
board appears almost certain to 
result in a legal controversy 
over seating of the new mem- 
bers since the present four man 
board contends the special 
primary election on May 4 and 
tomorrow's runoff — called by 
Governor Richard Ogilvie, is 
not valid because of the higher 
court rulings under which they 
are now in office. 

The present board consist of 
Morris Campbell, George Duff 
and Lawrence Tolar of East St. 
Louis, and William “Mike” 
Ebersoldt of Venice. The fifth 
member of the present board, 
Joseph Grant of Granite City, 
died in 1969. 

Seeking election in the Quad- 
City area balloting tomorrow 
are Von Deg Cruse and Walter 
Greathouse, both of Granite 
City, who are candidates on the 
Democratic ballot, and John 
Mangiaracino of Venice and

Saturday while swim- 
ming at Engineer Road Lake, 
Nameoki Township. 

A crowd was at theslake and 
the youth was in the company 
of two other youths when he ap- 
parently suffered a cramp. The 
friends ran for help, and_at- 
tempting a’ rescue were Charles 
and Wanda Stroud, 1640 E 23rd. 

The body was recovered in 
about a half hour by the Long 
Lake Fire Dept. rescue squad 
from six feet of water. Edward 
Werner, Madison County deputy 
coroner, ruled the cause was 
accidental drowning. 

A life-long resident of Gran- 
ite City, he was the son of 
Frank Lewis and Mrs. Florine 
Leiner, both of Granite City. He 
was a member of Grace Bap- 
tist Church and would have 
been a junior at Granite City 
High School in the fall.

Garber is 
Victim of 


Army Sergeant First Class 
Wayne A. Garber, 33, who won 
the Silver Star and Bronze Star 
Medals for extreme heroism, 
was killed in action June 14 in 
South Vietnam when his unit— 
Advisory Team 77—was am- 
bushed on patrol. 

His family here, two brothers 
and a sister, was advised by 
military authorities of the serv- 
iceman’s death Thursday. 

A son of the late John and 
Rose Garber of Granite City, 
Sgt. 1. C. Garber was on his 
fourth tour of duty in Vietnam. 
He had served voluntarily in 
Vietnam for a period of seven 
years and had worked closely 
with South Vietnamese forces in 
both training and combat oper- 
ations. 

Sgt. 1. C. Garber is the 37th 
Quad-City serviceman to die as 
a result of the war in Vietnam 
and the 33rd local man killed 
in .action since December 1965. 

Family Awaits Details 

Complete details regarding 
the hostilities in which the sol- 
dier lost his life were not made 
available to the family. It was 
learned, however, that Sgt. 1, C. 
Garber’s outfit, consisting of 
South Vetnamese regional forc- 
es, had been operating in the 

ity of Soc Trang a short 
time before. 

(Soc Trang, located in a re- 
mote section of the Mekong 
Delta, became will known to 
severat local families when 
four Quad-City servicemen were 
stationed . simultaneously last 
spring at the Soc Trang Army 
Airfield as part of a small 750- 
man force.)

Two persons were killed and 
two others were injured critic- 
ally in a head-on «collision of 
autos driven by Floyd Hand, 45, 
of 5123 Rapp Road, and Den- 
nis Zimmerman, 27, of East St.

The deaths of Mrs. ‘Hand and 
Mr. Zimmerman brought to 28 
the total number of traffic fa- 
talities so far this year involv- 
ing accidents in the Quad-City 
area or local residents who 
died in crashes elsewhere, This 
is an increase of 110% over the 
13 traffic deaths occurring in 
the same period of 1970. 

The son is in the intensive 
care unit of Firmin Desloge 
Hospital with head injuries and 
multiple lacerations. The father 
is in the intensive care unit of 
St. Elizabeth Hospital with mul- 
tiple lacerations to -the face, 
right hip, left lower leg and 
right arm.

The Madison School Board, of 
Education Thursday night 
awarded a new contract for 
school bus transportation to 
School Transportation Inc. of St. 
Louis, 

/ The move followed similar ac- 
tion by the Granite City District 
9 School Board, Venice is ex- 
pected to make a_ similar 
change from the Bi-State Tran- 
sit System to the new organi- 
zation, 

Madison chose . the School 
transportation bid of $131.59 per 
day -over the Bi-State bid of 
$127.99 because of better extra 
and charter rates, according to 
Chester L. McManaway, board 
president. The School Trans- 
portation bid also offered a 
three-year. contract with a 6% 
maximum rate increase. Bi- 
State offered only a one-year 
contract.

GC Steel Objections to Use of ‘Average’ 
Statistics Upheld in Pollution Hearings 


Objections to use of ‘“‘aver- 
age” statistics as a basis for 
gauging. smoke emissions at 
Granite City Steel Co. were up- 
‘held during hearings. here 
Thursday and Friday. of Illinois 
Pollution Control Board charges 
of air pollution against the steel 
firm. 

Hearing Officer Samuel Law- 
ton Jr, several times sustained 
objections by Defense Attorneys 
Thomas Sullivan of Chicago and 
Randall. E. Robertson of Gran- 
ite City’ when Herbert Caplan, 
assistant attorney general and 
prosecutor for the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency, attempt- 
ed to compute alleged emissions 
at the steel plant on average 
emission - statistics involving 
other firms. 

The hearings in the Granite 
City hall will be resumed again 
Thursday and continue through 
Friday. Present plans call for 
a continuous one-week session 
beginning Monday, June 28 and 
continuing through Friday, July 


Technical Testimony 

Arthur Kuhlman, manager of 
plant operations at Granite City 
Steel Co. was the first witness 
and gave moré testimony on 
the maintenance of coke oven 
doors as a necessity for keep- 
ink the doors in operating con- 
ditlon. Kuhlman began his tes- 
tirkony June 11. 

Caplan then called Anton Tel- 
ford, manager of the Region 4 
office of the state Environmen- 
tal protection agency to testify 
on specific violations of EPA 
statutes which he allegedly ob- 
served at Granite City Steel. 

Telford testified to numerous 
dates in 1970 on ‘which said 


he observed “‘eavy smoke 
emissions” from ‘the coke ovens 
and battery stacks. He claimed 
the emissions were in excess of 
that allowed by law. The emis- 
sions, he said, exceeded num- 
ber 2 on the Ringelmann scale 
for measuring smoke. 

Sullivan asked what method 
was used in determining Rin- 
gelmann readings to which the 
witness replied, “visual obser- 
vations.” * 

Sullivan objected, claiming 
the readings were “visual sub- 
jective conclusions and value 
judgments.” Hearing Examiner 
Samuel Lawton Jr. elected to 
withhold a ruling on the ob- 
jections until questioning of Tel- 
ford had been completed. The 
Ringelmann scale is the only 
present method to determine 
the color of smoke, with zero 
being pure white and 5 totally 
black. 

The witness was asked to de- 
termine how much dust and 
sulphur ‘compounds escape from 
the coke ovens each day. Using 
figures supplied by the pre- 
vious “testimony of Donald 
Cairns, vice-president of the 
company, Telford calculated 
that about 1,100 tons of particu- 
late matter and 11,800 tons of 
sulphur compounds escape per 
year into the atmosphere. 

Emissions Heavy 

The dust emissions are near- 
ly twice that allowed by the 
EPA regulations, while “sulphur 
emissions “are between 5 and 
6 times that allowed," the EPA 
official said. 

Attorneys for both sides spent 
considerable time Thursday try- 
ing to determine precisely what 
Granite City Steel Co. is

charged with in the amended 
complaint. Caplan agreed to 
prepare a new amended com- 
plaint and submit it as soon as 
possible. Lawton said the com- 
plaint was too vague and as 
the hearing moved into spe- 
cifics, it was increasingly diffi- 
cult to rule whether testimony 
was pertinent to the issue. 

Pointing at the EPA regula- 
tions, Lawton commented, 
“These are difficult enough 
regulations to deal with.” 

During a recess, Caplan re- 
quested permission from the 
company attorneys for three 
steel experts to tour the local 
plant. Friday morning. Sulli- 
van objected that he and Rob- 
ertson had to be at the hearing 
that morning and could not ac- 
company those touring the 
the plant. 

“We would have no control 
over their viewing what’s not 
listed here (a tour list), their 
talking to employes or. other 
matters,” Sullivan said. 

Caplan quipped that’ in his 
mind, ‘‘attorneys should be in 
the courtroom and technicians 
should be in plants.’ No court 
ruling on the issue was made. 

On Friday, attorneys for the 
company agreed to allow the 
plant tour and inspection. 

Telford was recalled to the 
stand Friday morning and re- 
sumed identification of photos 
‘ne and other EPA officials had 
taken at the local steel plant. 
He detailed notes listing dates 
and the time of alleged viola- 


tion, 

He explained specific portions 
of his notes dealing with al- 
leged pollution from the coke 
ovens, the blooming mill, the 
blast furnace, basic oxygen fur- 
naces and the sintering plant. 

He also calculated annual 
emission figures from these fa- 
cilities, using standard average 
emission statistics published by 
the U. S. Public Health Service. 

Caplan concluded his exami- 
nation of Telford at 3 p.m. Fri- 
day and Sullivan opened cross 
examination. 

“Js it not true that you can- 
not tell if emissions are‘harmful 
to life or property unless y: 
know the amount of the emis- 
sions,” Sullivan. asked. Telford 
replied that it Was true. 

Claims Rules Are Vague 

Sullivan then referred to air 
quality standards for the St. 
Louis Metropolitan Interstate 
Air Quality Control Region and 
asked if those standards applied 
to “every single square inch” of 
the area, indicating that the. 
EPA rules were far too vague 
to be usable. 

He contended that if a square 
inch of air for example at the 
top of a smokestack or auto ex- 
haust pipe) could exceed the 
standards and still be legal, 
why could not a square mile be 
considered an exception. 

Caplan indicated that as the 
hearings continue, he will call 
other EPA officials to the stand 
to testify on alleged pollution 
from Granite City Steel Co. 


Study Approved Into 
SIU Library Defects 


Engineers will _ investigate 
cracks in Lovejoy Memorial Li- 
brary on the Southern Illinois 
University - Southwestern _cam- 
pus. At a regular meeting of 
the SIU Board of Trustees Fri- 
day the group voted to spend 
$6,000 for engineering investiga- 
tion of the cracks at the. north 
and south entrances near the 
main roof.

tion. The contract also recog- 
nizes use of the bridge by oper- 
ators of MAL landfill under the 
existing contract with that or- 
ganization which, the agree- 
ment also points out, expires in 
1973. 

Sasyk said the new agree- 
ment is certain to mean termi- 
nation of the city’s present con- 
tract with the MAL landfill 
operators when it expires in two 
years, The MAL landfill is oper- 
ated by Melvin Pashoff and 
Kenneth Hartbarger. 

The 154 acres to be used in 
the landfill operation is located 
on both sides of the roadway. 

Sasyk said organization of the 
project still requires approval 
by the Madison County Board of 
Supervisors and by the Illinois 
State Health Department of the 
necessary use permits and 
health permits. 

Expect No Problems 

Sasyk said no problems are 
contemplated in obtaining the 
the necessary permits since the 
“mulching” t of landfill 
operation will eliminate odors 
and unsightly conditions. 
Mulched solids will provide a 
solid land basis without permit- 
ting time for the land to settle, 
as in the case when all types 
of waste are accepted without 
processing, he said. . 

The léase covers a 19-year 
period. It also provides that at 
the end of that period, the les- 
see shall have an option within 
the following year to purchase 
the property — including the 
bridge—at a fixed cost of $3.2 
million. 

Mayor Sasyk said that an- 
other favorable point of the 
agreement so far as the city is 
concerned provides that all lia- 
bility insurance on the bridge 
and property is assumed by the 
lessee. 

In addition, he noted, all taxes 
that may be assessed against 
the property once it becomes a 
business operation rather than 
a city-owned piece of property, 
also will be assumed by the 
lessee.

trucks, tractors, trailers, semi- 
trailers and other vehicles 
which are and may be used in 
connection with all activities 
and operations conducted on the 
premises during the term of 
this lease.”

Parents Group Protests Cut in Blair School Classes 


A group of 15 parents, of 
students at Blair and Dunbar 
schools protested conditions at 
the schools to the Madison Dis- 
trict 12 Board of Education at 
the board’s regular meeting 
Thursday evening. 

The group, led by Mrs. Ma- 
rion J. Crain, president of the 
Blair School Mother's Club, ob- 
jected to the board’s recent 
decision to cut one second 
grade class at Blair School, 
leaving only three classes with 
27 students in each. 

“That's too many for under- 


educated black children,” ‘one 
mother said. Mrs. Crain stated 
that more than 25 children: in a 
class was unacceptable. 

The parents further com- 
plained about the special edp- 
cation class, which has been 
held in recent years in the 
halls of the school. “That’s no 
place to learn — too many dis- 
tractions,” a parent com- 
mented. 


Due to Economics 
Chester L. McManaway, 
board president, informed the 
Parents that the decision was 


made on “sheer economics.” 
He cited enrollment figures 
which showed a drop in the 
number of students at Blair 
from 474 in 1965 to 341 in 1971, 

He said the decision to drop 
one class was made in light of 
the decreasing enrollment and 
in order to clear oe classroom 
for use by the special education 
class. “We are doing just what 
you wanted, getting that class 
out of the hall,” he commented. 

He said that the decrease in 
students over the five-year 
period meant an $80,000 Idss in 


State aid. “We have to ‘work 
within. the framework of. the 
available money,” McManaway 
explained. 

“By all logical reasoning, we 
should have dropped three 


classes, one in each grade, and 
not one,” the president said. 


“We most likely will have to do 
that next year if the drop in 
enrollment continues.” 
List Enrollment Figures 

Enrollment figures for all 
schools in the district from 1965 
to 1971 were given to the par- 
ents showing a decrease in the 


district from. 2,995 Students in 
1965 to 2,685 students*at the 
close of this school year. 

The parents also complained 
about conditions and facilities 
at Dunbar School and .asked 


what work had been done since ' 


a_list of needs at the school 
was presented to the board 
May 20. 

McManaway said that since 
the list was received, the board 
has examined the school and is 
seeking bids on new ‘roofing 
over damaged sections of the 
building. 

He also said several sewing 
machines at ‘the high school 
are being repaired and will be 
placed at the school to replace

Six Flags--Not Disneyland But a 
Lot Closer--Recalls Fair of 1904 


(First of two parts) 

How local is Six Flags Over 
Mid-America? 

Well, the six flags include the 
banner of the state of Illinois, 
plus the flags of the United 
States, the state of Missouri 
and the countries of Great Bri- 
tain, Spain and France, 

And there have been rhany 
Quad-Cityans among the crowds 

: visiting ‘the recreation center 
i since it opened June 5. Its lo- 
. cation is the Allenton, Mo., exit 
' of Interstate 44, 

Six Flags, Inc., has construct- 
ed and currently operates Six 
Flags Over Texas, midway be- 
tween Dallas and Fort Worth, 
and Six Flags Over Georgia 
near Atlanta, More than 20 mil- 
lion guests have visited one 

‘park or the other since Six 
Flags Over Texas opened in 
1961, 

The basic concepts of opera- 
tion at Mid-America follow the 
same patterns as the company 
used in the development of the 
other two parks. The park pro- 

‘ vides wholesome, family - type 
entertainment designed to ap- 
peal to people of all ages. 

It is extensively and colorfully 
Jandscaped and is kept immac- 
ulately clean. It is run by the 
same type of cleancut hosts and 

| hostesses who run the Georgia 
and Texas parks. 

It features an all-inclusive, 
one-price- ticket which entitles 
the guest, to ride all the rides, 
visit all the attractions and ex- 
hibits, and see all the shows as 
many times as desired at no ex- 
tra cost. Ticket prices at Six 
Flags Over America are $6.50 
for adults and $5.50 for children 
311, 

Exceptions to this no-cost 
rule do exist. Food purchas- 
‘es cost extra, as do marks- 
manship practice at a shoot- 
ing range, acquisition of 
souvenirs, and a varied as- 
sortment of arcade machines 
—ranging from aerial dog- 
fights to road racing skills. 
The amusement center lacks 

the gourmet restaurants offered 
at the New York World’s Fair of 
the 1960s, 

And, at least in its present 
state ‘of development, it lacks 
the. diversity of” attractions 
found at Disneyland. 

But it is much more conve- 
nient geographically. And plans 
call for more features to be 
added, including possibly a 
greater assortment of food. Lois, 
Bill Jr., Mark Macios and I 
found the fried chicken at Six 
Flags well cooked and tasty. 

What the boys enjoyed even 
more was the’ Hoo Hoo log 
flume (about ten rides before 
we lost count) and the River 
King Mine roller coaster (they 
rode it 22 times). 

Other highlights included In- 
jun Joe’s Cave, (floating voyage 
through a dim, wierd setting), 
Mississippi Adventure (boat trip 
‘through simulated hazards along 
a ‘mini’ river), Pet-a-Pet 
(where youngsters can feed 
deer and pigs) and Angle Tan- 
gle (a dizzying walk along an- 
gled corridors). 

‘Then there were the Sky- 
way (aerial cable cars 
seating four persons, Mule- 
Go-Round (merry-go-round 
utilizing mule - power, St. 
Louis and Allenton Station 
rides (old-fashioned steam- 

passenger trains), 

Fast Draw (portraits paint- 

ed while you model), the 

Dolphin Show (which we 

failed to reach despite a 

full 12-hour day of 10 a.m. 

to 10 p.m.) and the Hanni- 

barrel (whirling cars), 

Not a single major accident 
marred the perfect safety rec- 
ord in building Six Flags, which 
is the Midwest's largest family 
entertainment center. 

At the moment that announce- 
ment was made in 1969 of the 
proposed project, John Everett 
Smith, vice-president of all Six 
Flags construction, had bulldoz- 


ers clearing the 200 acres of. 


pastureland that would become 
Six Flags Over Mid-America. 
Larry Cochran is vice-presi- 
dent and general manager of 
the center, located 35 minutes 
*from St. Louis’ Gateway Arch. 
Interstate 44, not to men- 
tion’ the estimated 70 mil- 
lion persons within 500 miles 
of St, Louis, are ‘two of the 
reasons the Six Flags or- 
ganization selected the site. 
More than 18 months of 
research went into locating 
a site; 13 other areas of the 
\ 


U. S. were considered be- 

fore the final selection. 

‘The history of this region also 
was a major consideration, and 
‘history is an important part of 
Six Flags Over Mid-America. 

And, at Six Flags, history is 
fun. There has been an effort 
to recapture much of the past 
in the buildings, rides, exhibits 
and shows. 

As guests enter the park, 
street lights reminiscent of 
“turn of the century” St. Louis 
greets them and lead into the 
Mall of the Mid-Americas. 

Behind the Mall, guests find 
a street with buildings pat- 
terned after LaClede’s Lanting 
on the banks of the Mississippi 
River. In 1763, Pierre LaClede 
Linquest selected a site along 
the river . . . and the city of 
St. Louis grew from the site. 

Across the street from The 
Moon is The First Cone. This 
building serves as an en- 
trance to the World’s Fair 
section of the park, 

Guests at the 1904 Louisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition in 
St. Louis marveled at a new 
product—an ice cream cone. 
An ice cream dealer ran out 
of dishes; he turned to.a 
nearby waffle maker for 
help, and the first cone was 
born, 

The World’s Fair also saw 
the birth of the first hot dog. 
St. Louis became the center 

of the world during 1904 for 
“the greatest fair of all time,” 
lasting from April 30 to Dec, 1 
and encompassing over 1,200 
acres of land. 

Buildings in this section of 
the Six Flags park are pat- 
terned along the architectural 
lines used throughout the Fair. 

Pike’s Peak and Pick of the 
Pike are two buildings within 
this area of special significance. 
‘The Pike was the major enter- 
tainment area at the Fair. 

The Palace is located in this 
area and is the park’s largest 
live show entertainment i 
ity. Collegians _perfo 
“Stars and Stripes Salu 
‘the 1,500-seat theater on ‘a_reg- 
ular schedule. x 

The Injun Joe’s Cave ride re- 
captures in animated figures 
some of the fantastic adven- 
tures of Mark Twain's “true to 
life’ Midwestern characters. 

Why is the log flume ride 
called the Hoo Hoo? 

The House of Hoo Hoo was a 
major building at the 1904 Fair, 
serving as headquarters for the 
lumberman’s fraternity of St. 
Louis and Kansas City, At that 
time it was considered the 
greatest exhibit of the use of 
wood in construction ever pro- 
vided at an exposition. 

The Spanish influence in the 
Midwest has been a dominant 
one ‘since St. Louisans took the 
Spanish oath of allegiance in 
1769, and in the Spanish section 
of the park guests find Casa 
Meramec, a seafood restaurant. 
The name ‘“‘meramec” is de- 
rived from the Indian word for 
catfish, 

‘The riverboat ‘ride spot- 
lights a big reason for the 
growth and development of 
the Midwest—the “father of 
waters,” the Mississippi 
River. 

‘Angle Tangle recalls the 
great earthquake of 1812... 
the most violent earthquake 
in United States history. 

In the Gateway to the West 
section, visitors to Six Flags 
find names recalling existing 
times in the Midwest’s history 
—Ozarcade . . . Honest Abe's 
Hats . . . Trappen’s Tradin’ . . . 
Jesse James Hideout . . . Miss 
Kitty's Saloon (youthful, per- 
formers entertain guests as they 
sip soft drinks . . . Colt 44... 
Sweet Sioux’s Candies .. . and 
Marquette’s Market. 

River King Mine is the name 
used for a “runaway mine 
train” ride. The actual River 
King mine is located in Illinois 
and is the largest coal mine in 
the entire Midwest. 

In the Modern U.S.A. section, 
there is the Phi Beta Kaps hat 
store. The national scholastic 
fraternity, Phi Beta Kappa, ori- 
gimated in St. Louis. 

As guests leave the park, they 
find the Sells-Floto Toy Circus 
shop at’ one end of LaClede’s 
Landing. Sells-Floto Circus was 
one of the best known, best 
loved circuses operating in the 
St. Louis area, and at one time 
employed the notorious Frank 
James as a ticket seller.

The reapportionment which was adopted 
calls for 29 one-member districts, nine of which 
would be chosen by Quad-Cityans. This total 
is likely to give increased ‘voice in county gov- 
ernmental decisions to the local community, 
which includes Madison County's No. | city in 
population.

n Tomorrow for Levee Board W! 


Balloting to be conducted tomorrow con- 
fronts Quad-City voters with\the necessity of 
choosing between four candidates for two po- 
tential positions on the board of trustees of the 
East Side Levee and Sanitary District. 

The posts are potential because there al- 
ready is a levee board and it is fighting a court 
battle to stay in office despite a removal order. 
Whether those chosen on Tuesday will be seat- 
ed is uncertain at this point. 

Bolstering the new candidates’ prospects 
fo an extent is the fact that there is one va- 
cancy on the five-member board. 

Under existing rules, residents of the East 
St. Louis area pick three trustees and Quad- 
Cityans-select two. 

Democratic contenders here are Harold 
Von Dee Cruse, a former alderman, Granite 
City assessor and court clerk who ran for mayor 
in 1965, and Walter Greathouse, also of Gran- 
ite City, who is seeking office for the first time. 

Nominees of the Republican party are 
John Mangiaracino, a former Venice alderman, 
and Lester Thiele of Granite City, who is mak- 
ing his first bid for public office after an ef- 
fective primary write-in campaign. 

The GOP aspirants’ principal hope of vic- 
tory would appear to be an extremely light 
turnout, which possible. They are opposed 

s of the present Democratic 
board and it might be interesting to see what 
policy revisions they could achieve. 

‘We lean toward Mr. Cruse and Mr. Great- 
house as ‘capable of continuing the tradition of 
William M. Ebersoldt and the late Joseph Grant 
—attempts to achieve the most services and ef- 
ficiency possible within the limited opportunities 
epen to Madison Countyans outnumbered by 
St. Clair Countyans. 

The differences have been not only geo- 
graphical but philosophical, and the net result 
over a period of years has been costly, unsatis- 
factory services despite the dedicated and some- 
times ‘successful efforts of the local trustees. 

Regardless of whether the new or old 
board is in control, the best answer would be a 
division of the district along the Madison-St. 
Clair Counties line so that each of the two dis-

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FAVORS ADEQUATE RAIL 
PASSENGER SERVICE 
To the Editor: 

I am writing to you in con- 
nection with Senate Bill 1121, 
which would authorize the state 
of Illinois to join with Amtrak 
in restoring rail passenger 
service to 94 downstate Illinois 
communities which were shut 
off on May 1, 1971, and which 
would allow an increase in serv- 
ice to those areas which suf- 
fered drastically-reduced serv- 
ice with the adoption of that 
system. 

Under the terms of the legis- 
lation, the state would appropri- 
ate $4 million for the next year 
—a figure which represents 
only a token percentage of the 
governor’s proposed multi-mil- 
lion-two-thirds of any losses suf- 
fered by the railroads upon re- 
instituting such passenger serv- 
ices. 

The bill is drafted in accord- 
ance with the federal law which 
created Amtrak so that Amtrak 
would operate the supplement- 
ary intrastate system. 

The proposal is not political 
in any way. The bill would give 
the Department of Local Gov- 
ernment, under the administra- 
tion of Republican Governor 
Richard Ogilvie, complete au- 
thority over all routes. 

However, a Senate Republi- 
can leader from the Chicago 
suburbs publicly told all Re- 
publican senators to withhold 
support for the measure. 

No Republican senator voted 
for the bill, despite the fact that 
service has been discontinued 
or reduced to districts served 
by 19 of the 20 downstate Re- 
publican senators. 

As a downstate senator my- 
self, I am writing to ask that 
people urge their state senators 
and representatives to consider 
this measure to see that ade- 
quate rail passenger service is 
restored to downstate Illinois. 

You might wish to consider 
the following facts: 

1. Most authorities estimate 
that the fictual cost to the 
state will be less than the $4 
million suggested appropria- 
tion. 

The reasons are twofold: ex- 
perience has shown that few 
passenger trains lose money 


‘ 


when they are really interested 
in getting passengers. Sched- 
ules of supplementary train 
service can now be designed to 
accommodate intrastate travel- 
ers, rather than interstate trav- 
elers as formerly. 

The cost of this appropriation 
approximately equals the cost 
of two miles of interstate high- 
way. 

2. Rail passenger service can 
be picked up now at a far 
cheaper rate than at any time 
in the future when equipment 
will no longer exist or be obso- 
lescent. ‘ 

As a practical matter, this 
legislative session may be the 
only time that we can ever 
create a supplementary rail 
passenger service within the 
state. 

3. Rail passenger service is 
cheaper than all other forms 
of transportation, including 
cars, and in many cases rep- 
resents the only practicable 
way of traveling for the young, 
the old, the poor and the handi- 
capped. 

Presently, Illinois rail track 
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mileage exceeds the mileage of 
Illinois state highways. 

4. Railroad passenger trains 
are by far the safest form of 
transportation. 

They are twice as safe as 
airplanes, three times as safe 
as buses and 31 times as safe 
as private automobiles. 

5. Automobiles are the great- 
est single source of air pollu- 
tion in this country. Airplanes 
and buses are other sources. 

No major form of transporta- 
tion is so free of pollution as 
the modern passenger train.

Just recently, the Coca-Cola 
Co. felt it necessary to reply 
to environmentalists who de- 
mand immediate replacement 
of glass and metal soft drink 
containers with something that 
will | self-destruct. 


“A degradable soft drink con- 
tainer sounds like a fine idea,” 
said Coca-Cola, “but it doesn’t 
exist. And the chances are that 
one can't be made. 

Edward Cole, president of 
General “Motors, responding to 
a government mandate for 
drastic reductions in exhaust 
emissions, within the next four 
years, stated: 

“The technology does not ex- 
ist at this time — inside or 
outside the automobile industry 
— to meet these stringent emis- 
sion levels in the specified 
time.” 

This inability of the Dis- 
aster Lobby people to ac- 
cept reality is reflected in 
their frequent complaint 
that mankind interferes with 
nature.

Guardian--When Parents Deceased, 
Unfit or Unable to Care for Child 


(Tri-City and Illinois Bar Associations) 


What happens to children 
whose parents die without leav- 
ing a will or whose parents 
are unwilling to care for them? 

In both instances, a guardian 
for them would be appointed. 

A guardian may be appointed 
for any minor child — a boy 
under 21 years of age or a girl 
under 18 — whose natural par- 
ents. are deceased or unable, 
unfit or unwilling to give the 
child the care, comfort, edu- 
cation and support to which 
every child is entitled. 

illinois law provides for 
two types of guardians— 
the guardian of the person 
of a minor child and the 
guardian of the minor’s 
estate and property. Many 
times, the same person may 
fill both roles. 

Whenever a situation arises 
where a child’s parents are de- 
ceased or unable to care for a 
child, any adult, reputable cit- 
izen of Ilinois may request the 
court in the county where the 
child resides to- appoint a 
guardian or guardians. 

Following a hearing, the 
court will appoint a guardian 
for the person of the mingr and, 
if necessary, a guardian for the 
estate. 

The guardian of the estate is 
charged by law with the care, 
management and investment of 
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the child’s estate. Income and 
profits from the estate must be 
applied as authorized by. the 
court for the comfort, support 
and education of the: child. 

‘The estate ‘guardian must 
either be a person who resides 
in Illinois or a corporation qual- 
ified to accept and execute 
trusts in Illinois. 

The guardian makes an an- 
nual report to the court of his 
acts and of the income and ex- 
penses for the ward. Also, he 
is liable for any waste or mis- 
management of the child's 
funds. 

The person who is appointed 
guardian of the person of a 
minor child may be a_non- 
resident or a resident of Illi- 
nois. This guardian is responsi- 
ble for the child’s personal 
care, welfare and upbringing. 

If the child is over 14 
years old, he may nominate 
his own guardian of the 
estate, subject to the court’s 
approval. 

When a minor child reaches 
21 years (or 18 for girls) the 
guardian’ relationship ends and 
the guardian reports this fact 
to the court. 

At that time, he must turn 
all property and funds over to 
the former ward, who is then 
legally entitled to manage his 
own financial affairs.

Illinois Power 
Asks Electric 
Rate Increase 


The Illinois Power Co. filed 
with the Illinois: Commerce 
Commission in Springfield Fri- 
day a petition requesting an 
across-the-board increase in 
electric rates of approximately 
15% to its residential, commer- 
cial, and industrial customers. 

No increase in gas rates is 
proposed at this time. 

The rate increase, if granted, 
would affect all Quad-City area 
residents except those living in 
Mitchell, according to an IPC 
spokesman at the Granite City 
Office. Illinois Power Co. serves 
the Mitchell area only with gas 
supplies. 

Under the rate proposal, a 
residential customer using 500 
kilowatt-hours a month would 
pay about 6.33 cents a day (or 
$1.90 a month) more for elec- 
tricity. The 500 Kwh figure is

“This is the first electric rate 
increase requested by the com- 
pany since 1958,"" Wendell J. 
Kelley, IP president, stated. 
“In fact, in these 13 years 
there have been four rate re- 
ductions representing annual 
savings to our customers of 
about $10,500,000 on the basis of 
1970 usage. 

“These reductions were made 
possible by improvements in 
efficiency and increases in 
sales. However, we can no long- 
er overcome through efficiency 
and volume the increasing costs 
of everything we must buy and 
pay for — construction, labor, 
materials, and money 

“The rate increase is essen- 
tial if we are to continue to pro- 
vide our customers with relia- 
ble electric service and to pay 
the costs of our present en- 
vironmental commitments,” he 
said 

Mr. Kelley cited examples of 
cost increases in the 13-year 
period since the 1958 rate in- 
crease. Although the company’s 
work force has not been in- 
creased, the annual payroll in 
1970 was $18 million more than 
in 1958. In the same period, 
general taxes, other than in- 
come taxes, increased by $16 
million a year, and annual in- 
terest costs went up $13.5. 

The increase of 15% in elec- 
tric rates would increase the 
company’s revenues by about 
$21.5 million a year. 

The extra cost for environ- 
mental protection did not exist 
when the last rate increase was 
granted. “Today we have spent 
and are committed to expendi- 
tures of $25,000,000 to reduce 
pollutants from our power 
plants,” he said. 


Construction Cost Up 


Noting that the construction | 


cost of a kilowatt of generating 
capacity has doubled since 1964 
and is still moving upward, Mr. 
Kelley estimated the overall 
cost of the company’s construc- 


tion program over the next five | 


years at $700,000,000. 

“We will have to raise nearly 
$500 million of this construction 
total from investors and lend- 
ers,” Mr. Kelley said, “and we 
have no control over the in- 
creasing cost of this tremen- 
dous amount of money. In 1958, 
for example, the bonds sold by 
the company bore an interest 
rate of 4%, whereas bonds sold 
in 1970 bore an interest rate of 
9 per cent.” 

Illinois Power Co. serves 
electricity and gas in a 15,000 
square-mile area of Hlinois. The 
company has about 430,000 elec- 
tric customers.

Delyte Morris Resigns; 
SIU President 22 Yrs. 


Delyte W. Morris, president 
emeritus of Southern Illinois 
University, under whose guid- 
ance SIU evolved from a small 


college to a university of more - 


than 32,000 students on two 
major campuses, will retire 
Aug. 31. . 

Harold Fischer of Granite 
City, chairman of the SIU 
Board of Trustees, announced 
Dr. Morris’ retirement Friday 
at the board’s meeting in Car- 
bondale. The administrator was 
present at the mieeting, but left 
prior to the announcement be- 
ing made. 

Dr. Morris, 64, served as SIU 
president from 1948 until ‘June 
1970 when he resigned the pres- 
idency, accepted the post of 
representative-at-large for the 
university and was named pres- 
ident emeritus. 

He resigned just before the 
Chicago consulting firm of Cre- 
sap, McCormick and Paget rec- 
ommended elimination of the 
president’s position. The ad- 
ministrator was severely criti- 
cized in 1969 after it was dis- 
closed that a private campus 
residence built for him would 
cost an estimated $900,000. 

A native of Xenia, Ill., Dr. 
Morris is believed planning to 
remain in Southern Illinois. He 
was re-elected six months ago 
to his third term as chairman 
of the board of directors of the 
Regional Industrial Develop- 
ment Corp. 


SIU Board Approves 
Festival She Work 


Work on the acoustical shell 
to protect the stage and audio 
equipment at the Mississippi 
River Festival site at the SIU- 
SW campus has been awarded 
to Anselevicius & Rupe and 
architect Larry Meldin of St. 
Louis. A contract with the firm 
was authorized Friday by the 
SIU Board of Trustees. 

The protective shell, designed 
by the firm, is to be completed 
immediately to be ready for the 
July 10 to Aug. 16 festival. 

Funds to pay the architects 
will come from the $75,000 ap- 
proved by the board from the 
student welfare and recreation 
fund and the university’s op- 
erating budget. Fees are not to 
exceed $9,000, the board mem- 
bers stated in authorizing the 
project.

GCS Corp. Name 
Of Steel Plant 
After Merger 


When and if Granite City 


Steel Co. is acquired by the He 


National Stee] Corp. of Pitts- 
burgh, it will become GCS 
Corp., a wholly-owned subsid- 
iary of National. No clouds 
have arisen on the merger hor- 
izon as yet. 

In preparation for the special 
meeting of Granite City Steel 
stockholders here July 29, at 
which merger approval will be 
sought, a 65-page statement out- 
lining the details has been pro- 
vided to holders of common 
stock. 

The agreement approved by 
the boards of the two steel 
firms relates that the plan is 
“subject to the condition that no 
material litigation or govern- 
mental proceedings arising out 
of, related to or based upon this 
agreement or the merger agree- 
ment shall have been instituted 
or threatened against National 
or Granite City. 

It further stipulates that “no 
new federal or state legislation 
or regulation shall have been 
enacted or adopted which-in 
the judgment of the board of di- 
rectors of either such corpora- 
tion—renders it inadvisable to 
proceed with the merger, or no 
federal or-state authority pro- 
poses to apply any law or regu- 
Jation to either National or 
Granite City in a manner which, 
in the judgment of such board 
of directors, renders it inadvis- 
able to proceed with the mer- 
ger.” 

Veeder, Chambers Named 

National Steel at present has 
ten directors, including George 
A. Stinson, president. 

After the merger, this would 
be increased to 12 to include 
Nicholas P. Veeder, Granite 
City Steel board chairman and 
chief executive officer, and M. 
R. Chambers, a director of the 
local steel firm who is board 
chairman and chief executive 
officer of Interco., Inc., a di- 
versified company formerly 
known as International Shoe Co. 

One of the National directors, 
Walter A. Martin, is president 
of The Hanna Mining Co. Hanna 
and Granite City Steel each own 
50%, of the Pilot Knob Pellet 
Co., Pilot Knob, Mo., which pro- 
duces iron ore for the local 
plant. 

No National directors own 
any securities of Granite City 
Steel, but National owns about 
414% of the Granite City Steel 
common stock. Hanna owns 
1,000,000 shares of National cap- 
ital stock. 

Veeder has advised stockhold- 
ers, “It is believed that the 
proposed merger will result in 
greater and more diversified 
earning power for stockholders 
of Granite City through operat- 
ing economies, the ‘integration 
of the facil and organiza- 
tional strengths of National and 
Granite City, and diversific 
tion of resources of the two 
companies. 

“In management's opinion, 
the combination of Granite 
City’s modern hot strip mill 
with National’s new finishing 
facilities will have long-range 
benefits for Granite City stock- 
holders.”

“When the life guard brought 
me to the surface I managed 
to tell him not to lift me. He 
floated me to shallow water 
when a member of a rescue 
squad and other people got a 
plank under me so that I would 
not move, and got me to the 
hospital.” 

“The only thing I wish I had 
are people my own age to talk 
to. Everyone here is great to 
me, but they are all a lot old- 
er” Hooks said. 

The youth will be in the Wash- 
ington hospital for a period of 
two to four months before re- 
turning home. His mother is 
staying with him, and his fath- 
er has returned here to work. 
Friends are encouraged to write 
him.

Graduate Nurse Program 
Due at SIU-SW in 1972 


Dr. Lucille McClelland, dean 
of the Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity Division of Nursing, at 
Southwestern Campus, told the 
University’s Board of Trustees 
at Carbondale Friday that SIU 
hopes to offer its first graduate 
program in nursing in the 1972- 
73 year. 

The Dean reported that dur- 
ing the past academic year the 
Nursing Division was granted 
national accreditation by the 
National League for Nursing. A 
site visit at the same time by 
the Department of Registration 
and Education continued state 
accreditation for the program. 

During the past year, the 
nursing program received a 
$21,704 grant from the federal 
government for the SIU under- 
graduate program in psychiat- 
ric nursing. This is the fifth 
year of federal support for SIU. 
Money. is used to assist with the 
facilitation of teaching psycho- 
social voncepts in the total cur- 
riculum) she said. 

A second federal grant, in the 
amount ‘of $33,041 was received. 
This was a one year planning 
grant to assist in establishing a 
method to facilitate the educa- 
tion of registered nursing stu- 
dents, 

150 Majors Enrolled 

Dr. McClelland told the trus- 
tees that there are now 150 
nursing majors enrolled at SIU- 
SW and 32 of those full-time stu- 
dents are R.N.’s who have re- 
turned to school for the bache- 
lor’s degree. 

There are another 56 regis- 
tered nurses who are attending 
SIU-SW on a part-time basis. 

Because of budget restrictions 
that limit the ‘hiring of faculty 
it is necessary to limit the num- 
ber of new student admissions 
to the program to 60 for the 
1971-72 academic year, Dean 
McClelland said. 

Dr. McClelland said that the 
nursing curriculum at SIU-SW 
is designed to “prepare quali- 
fied individuals to actively func- 
tion wih competence as begin- 
ning professional nurse practi- 
tioners; to participate in provid- 
ing a broad scope of health care 
in a variety of settings; to ob- 
tain a foundation for continued 
growth and graduate educa- 
tion.” 

There are 15 full-time faculty 
members and four part-time 
faculty members. The division, 
she stated, seeks to maintain a 
maximum ratio of one faculty 
member to each eight students 
in the clinical area for safe 
practice. 

Students in the STU-SW pro- 
gram receive clinical experi- 
ence in a number of locations 
throughout the area surround- 
ing St. Louis, providing the stu- 
dents with a better understand- 
ing of a variety of health care 
situations and the difference in 
operations of hospitals and 
health centers. 

In future planning the dean 
said the Division of Nursing ex- 
pects to become more involved

Within the next five year pe- 
riod, 1971-75) Dean McClelland 
said it is anticipated that a min- 
imum of 30 additional faculty 
members will need to be em- 
ployed as student enrollment 
increases in the baccalaureate 
program and master of science 
program in nursing. 

Physical space for the pro- 
gram is inadequate Dean Mc- 
Clelland told the trustees. “We 
are requesting state authoriza- 
tion for the fiscal year 1972-73 
for matching funds for construc- 
tion.”” 

She also reported. under fu- 
ture planning that “in accord- 
ance with the recommendations 
from the Illinois Study Commi: 
sion on Nursing, we are striv- 
ing for a minimum total enroll- 


ment of 300 undergraduate stu- } 


dents.” s 
In addition the dean said that,
